France, Bpain, Russia, the countries of the
Zollverein, Portugal, and Austria were well on
with preparations for the lst of May. Kach
Commission, save ours, was provided with
lppmpr!nteci by its Government, adequate to
fits needs. It was estimated that §15,000 at
least wonld require to be expended upon counn-
fera, fixtures, and decorations to put us on a
docent footing even, The floor of our depart.
ment was strewed with boxes and balea.
Pickford’s vans were constantly domping
goods at the entrance, to be immediately
marked and warehoused within by Cuastom
House oflicials; exhibitors were uneasily
watching their property; the American
Minister, Mr. Lawrence, was patiently listen-
ing to innumerable complaints; acconnts
for freight and oartage were constantly
being presented for payment, with threats
of attachment of the goods, and the
Chairman of the Royal Commission was
politely representing the short tims that re-
mained for making the necessary preparations
against the grand opening. No greater con-
fusion ever perplexed a public officer. The |
exhibitors declined the proposition to raise
money by subsoription; our Government felt
mnauthorized to do more than furnish free
conveyance for contribations from New York
to SBouthampton; the Legation was powerless
%o afford rellef, and the Executive Commitlee
in Washington had no pecuniary means.
The whole aflair looked like a disgrace-
ful failure. At this juncture Mr. George ’ea-
body, of whom not one exhibitor in twenty
Bad ever heard, and who was personally nu-
known to every member of the Commission,
offered, throngh a polite note addressed to Mr.
Lawrence, to advance L3000 on the persenal
responsibility of Mr. Riddle and his secretary,
Mr. Dodge. This loan, afterward paid by Con-
gress, relieved the Commission of its diffioul-
ties, and enabled our countrymen to achieve
their first suceess in industrial compstition
with the artisans and manafacturers of karope.
Mr. Peabody was then fifty-seven years old.
A large-framed man, six feet in height, slight-
1y stooping at the shounlders, of sasy address,
retiring in manner, rather reticent of speech,
meat in apparel and dignifled in bearing—he
sppeared rather the Kpglish gentleman of
Jeisure than an American merchant. Hs had
resided in London thirteen years., His place
of business, consisting of two counting-rooms
=one for hig clerks, the other for himself—was
in a narrow court leading out of Throgmorton
street, Iis commercial operations had
iven him Ilittle public notoriety. Ilaving
faith in the soundness of Ameri-
oan FBtate securities, he had assisted
for several years in negotiating their sale
in REurope, first those issued by Mary-
laind and afterward others, nuntil he
had realized a considerable fortune
even for London. Btill he was not widely
known. Mr. Dates, Mr, Bturgis, Mr. (now
Bir) Curtis M. Lampson, and twenty other
Americans had a larger commercial reputa-
gion. Attentive to interests intrusted to his
care, punctual to appointments, exact in en-

zlogements, sagacious in operatious, and free
m every kind of craitiness or chicanery,
hig growth in Dbusinesg reputation, though |
glow, had been healthy and strong. At 10

every morning he could” be found at his desk |
in the small dingy office just out of the noisy |
thoronghfare, reading letters, signing drafts, |
accepling bills of exchamge, reviewing in-

woices, inditing heads of correspondence, and |
receiving calls, and punctually at 4 o'clock
every afternoon ocoming outoi the court to
mount his horse forarid , or to take an
omnibus towards his lodgings in the West Kod.

Beveral years before this be had inaugurated
the plan, now universal with foreign merchants
in London, of offering hospitality to such
strangers as had letters of credit on his house,
His diuners, given at the London Tavern, or
the Star and Garter in Richmond, had bagun
20 be famous. Americans about to visit
Europe gave preference to bills of exchange
which would command somsthing mors than
the mere payment of the pounds sterling they
asked for, and in consequence large nunmbers
of those who visited Kogland duriug the year
of the great Exhibition were the gnests of the
amerchant then rising to eminence.

Mr, Peabody is almost invariably styled in
this vountry the London Bavker. He i3 not,
and never has been, a banker, nor has he ever
doue a banking business. English banks, from
the Bank of Epgland down through the long
list of private bamlkers, such as Glynn, Mills
& Co., ey & Co., Bmith, Payne & Bmith,
Jones, Lloyd & Co,, Childs & Co., Coutts &
Co., and others, and the equally long lat of
ohartered corporations, such s London snd
‘Westminster Bank, Londonand County, Union,
Agra, and others, transact business under
gpecial acta of Parliament.

To this olass of English bankers, a olasa a%
exolusive as the old connty families, Mr, Pea”
body mnever belonged. Neither do Browns
Ehipley & Co,, nor the Bariogs, nor Morrison:
Dillen & Co., nor the Rothschilds. They are
all merchants, not in the sense in which the
word merchant is used by us, as a dealer in
goods, but in the English sense, as one whose
trangactions embrace crops In varions coun-
tries, cargoes, stocks, bondas, bills of lading,
Government loans, and railroad and other
chartered seonrities,

The desigoations of the variona classes of
business differ in the two countries epesking
a common lapguage. The merchant here s
the warehonseman in Fogland, and the mer-
ohant there is the banker here. We have no
tradesmen as & class, and yet in England every
dealer in goods beiow the rauk of a warehonss-
man, that is, one who sells goods by whole-
eale, is designated a tradesman, In the com-
mon acceptation of Eoglishmen the various

| kinds of business, transacted in the metropolis

and other large towns, rank in the following
order, viz., bankers, merchants, brewers,
manafacturers, warehousemen and tradesmen.
In all leases, writs, suits at law and other
legal doouments, Mr. Peabody, like every
member of the firms of Rothsachilds, Baringa
and Drown, Blipley & Co., wonld be styled a
merchant, that is, one who deals in invoices,
bills of lading and biils of exchavge, bat not
in goods.

Mi. Peabody's first oapital stroke in reputa-
tion was made on the 4th of July, 1851. The
old grudge of Eogland toward her revolted
coloniee remained. Beventy-five years had
not wiped out the disgrace. The Ximes hald
up to ridicule our mesgre show in the Exhi-
bition, Punch caricatured our industrial pro-
duets, the Royal Commission had given us
but & stinted welcome, aud the cold shouldar
was torned to our exhibitors in nearly all
public entertainments. To change all this
Mr. Peabody proposed to give to Americans
and Englishmen on the day of our national
anniversary the grand fute of the season. e
suggested his plan to Mr. Lawrence, who
betore committiug himself in its favor, laid it
before the Duke of Wellington. It wmet the
Duke's approval, aud Le promized to glve it
his hearty co-opsration. No greatér snccess
was ever achieved. Willis' roows, the fawmons
Almack’s, the lady patronesses of which wore
the Duchess of Norfolls, the Marchioneszes
of Ely, Londonderry and Westminsler,
the Countesses of Jersey, Kinnoull, aud Lich-
field, Viscountess 'almerston, and Lady Clin-
ton, whoze rales proseribed the introdaction
of any lady whom a patroness did not visit,
or any gentleman who was not presented by a
lady whose name was on her visiting list,
were obtained for tha occasion by the influence
of the *0Old Duke.” The programme pre-
soribed a concert and an assembly. The opa-
ratic corps of Her Majesty's Theatre, including
Grisi, Alboni, Viardot, and Mario, was
engaged. The ball room, 100 fuet by 40, daco-
rated with gilt columns and pilasters, classio
medalions and wmirrors, was lighted by 500
wax lights in ocut glass lustres, The enter-
tainment was elegant and proTse. When it
became known that the Dnks of Wellington
was to be present, every social objection was
removed. The clite of the aristooracy mnot
only accepted but sought invitations. More
than 1700 perzons were present, and it turned
out to be the most brilliant assembly of the

| most famons season of London, chronicled by
| all the newspapers of the kingdom.

Mr. Peabody was not then, mor for many
yoears alterwards, in gociety., The days of
exclusivenegs, where the oligarchy of a set
rules, have mot gone by in Eogland. IHis
brilliant international entertainment broke
down nosocial barriers; it gave him renown,
but not society, He was engaged in business,
distinguished, indeed, for wealth and hospi-
tality, but mnothing more, without family, or
rank, or title, or office, and hence he was
black-balled at the Reform Club and scratohed
from the Minister's list for the Queen’s laveas,
It is to the credit of his self-respeet that ginoe
he hasmade a position for himself he has
held aloof from all rolicitations from the latter,
and declined a public invitation to become a
member of the former.

The celebration of the Fourth of July by a
public diuner was inaugurated by Mr. Peabody
in 1663, and wasa continued every year up to
1569, at which time the American Association
in London, a club formed for charitable pur-
poses, suneceeded to the honor. There are

ons instance only did any oceurrence mar

| the festivity. During the year that Mr. (now

General) Sickles held the post of Becretary of
Legation, it was proposed that the annual din-
ner should be by subseription, in order to give
it & more general and public oharacter.
The plan received the approbation of Mr.
Peabody, who requeslml? however, that
while all the proceedings were managed by a
commitiee, he might be sallowed to pay
the expenses. Upon this understanding the
lan was made, the tickets issued, and Mr.,
’eabody eleocted to preside, A difference arose
at one of the preliminary meetings about the
toasta. “The day we celebrate,” it was agreed
should come first, but the second toast, should
it be “The President’” or “The Queen?’’ Mr.
Peabody was strong for the latter, urging that
repidenve in Eogland, the ltnbl--miaﬁwl char-
acter of her Majesty, deference to his invited
English gnests, and Lis ewn ocustom hitherto,
warranted giving Pracadanuu to the toast to
the Queen. Mr. Sickles argnad that the din-
ner being a national celebration, mads so not
only by the day, bnt by the presence of tha
American Minister, self-respect, loyalty, and
enstom demanded that honor ghould ba shown
first to the Chief Magistrate of the United
Btate. Mr. Peabody rejoined that all soru-
ples might be waived by toasting the Queen
first, a8 a wowman, to which Mr. Sickles
responded that it was *not the woman,
but the raler to whom the toast did
honor. The dizonssion was gharp. Neither
yielded. No formal vote was taken., It was
understood when the meeting broke up that
the declsion rested with the Committes of
Arrangements, thors being no doubt, how-
ver, that the feslings of the majority wera
Wil Mr. Biokles, The resnlt was unfortunate,
for, yhataver mey have baen tha arrangement
D‘!_l th. r;.lmr prepared by the Committee, Mr.

ject was to organize systematie relief for deati-
tute Amerioans, In every large Karopean
town, and more particnlarly in London, casss
ef'zlltnn from poverly, sometiman
aggravated by , sometimes by orims,
are of fre t ovcurrence among visitors
from the United States. An inventor has
failed to disposs of his patent, a lecturer has
found no andiences, the supposéd heirof
lapsed estate, deluded by newspaper para-
‘bas invelved himaelf in the or &
man of oharacter and standing, whosa proparty
at home may have suffered damage rinﬁ a
rotracted viait to the East, has had his
Eum for funds returned dishomored. Such
cases are numberless, sud in the safferiog
that follows a wife children are often in-
volved, Fremont was thrown into jail on a
guit for debt; Charles Morey was a cless pris-
oner in the Queen’s Bemoh; Goodyear, in re-
ceipt of a large income, was arreated and im-
prisoned; and the present incumbent of a fat
office in one of our large cities, left his family
without a shilling for meals or lodging, when
the balliffs condacted him to Newgate. The
only recourse is to Amerioans supposed to be
in successful business, and appeals from cases
like these are comstantly occurring. Mixed
with cases of real need are frequent instances
of frand. A man hag just escaped from ship-
wreok, an unsuspecting traveller has been
robbed, & lady, received in the first circle,
at home, en route from Paris to New Yorks
has lost her lnggage, and is reduced to
humiliating straits. There is never want of
letters from members of Congress, Gevernora
of States, and other persons of distinotion, to
confirm the story. In order to bring these
onlls for charity within seme rule, the Ameri-
oan Association was formed. Mr. Peabody
did not favor it. Ile was more inoredulous to
tales of distress, and had always been, than
any American in London. Of the £1037 164,
4d. expended by the Assoclation from Feb, 22,
1500, to Feb, 22 1860, while Mr. Sturgis gave
£36, Mr., Moran £30, Geperal Campbell
£26, and other Americans from £10
to £20 each, Mr. Peabody gave but L3, Nor
were his private contributions for charity,
80 far as was known or believed, on any larger
soale. That he was open-handed, even before
the munificent gifts that have made his name
famons were inaugurated—that in hospitality,
in liberal subscriptions toward public enter-
rises, and in endowments of philanthropic
nstitutions at home and abroad, he was
rincely in spending his money—was well
nown. Butin private charities, in giving
willing attention to a tale of suflerivg or be-
stowing generous reliefl upon destitute merit,
he was far outdone by others. This is men-
tioned in no derogation of the great merchant,
but as & characteristic traft familiar to ail his
friends.

The commercial success of Mr. Paabody ha3
been uninterrapted. He has pever mel with a
gingle reverse. Aund yet, likehis English peers,
the Rothschilds aud Barings, he has known
times of emergency. One of these was in
1557, The financial storm was hurrying across
the Atlantic. Tidings of commercial disasters
in the United States, like sonds that herald the
tornade, came almost daily. Trust companies
had suspended payment, railroad bonds, city
securities and State stooks, had failed to meet
their indebtedness; orders for the shipment of

oods were countermanded: old established
mporting houses had gtopped payment, and
remittances from America, without which, like
the sunshine and dew withdrawn from vegsta-
tion, the productions of England languish and
die, ceased to arrive. 5o sudden a financial
orisis had mever been known. It was the
disaster-god’s coup d’ofat, unforeseen and un-

rovided for. To every lirm in Europe doing

asiness with Amaorica, it threatens gerions
calamity. The provincial towns of England feit

the shock first, and accounts of the disasters
filled the local columps of the country news-
papers. The largest wmanufacturers of Man-
chester, Birmingham, aud Sheilield were in
difionlties. Banks in the metropolis began to
refoge discount, and the prime stocks in Capel
Court became worthless to gecure advances,
Rumors atfecting the oldest houses of London
were in circulation. It was said that the
Barings had besitated to accept the bills of
their foreign correspondents; that Sir Lionel
Rothschild had been refused accommodation
at the Bank of England, and that Overend,
Gurney & Co. were declining to receive the
most approved commercial paper. Peabody &
Co. shared largely iu the general distrnst, For
geveral days they were pupposed to be totter-
ing. A thousand rumors were afloat, and
even the city article of the Times encouraged
sugpicion regarding “‘an important American
firm."" It wag the occasion of all others to try
the virtue of solveucy. Ipstead of battling
with phantoms, or standing still to ‘‘bide the
pelting of the pitiless storm,”” Mr. Peabod
went to the directors of the Ifauk of Fnglan
made an exaoct etatement of his affsirs, an
exhibited his securities. No higher encominm
was ever passed on the integrity of a commer-
oial man than when, by unanimous vote, the
Board advanced on Mr. Peabody's obligations
a million pounds sterling.
